RICHARD GRAY (a Londoner) and MAYO LOISEAU (a 
New Yorker) teamed up as writers, actors and producers in 1959. 
Their first productions, in which they also appeared were 
CAVIARE TO THE GENERAL, a program of Shakespearean 
contrasts, and the double bill, A PHOENIX TOO FREQUENT 
& AGNES MOOREHEAD, which were presented nationally by 
Paul Gregory. Their albums of recorded poetry for Spirit Records 
Inc., are not only used as teaching aids by many universities, but 
were also presented to Pope Paul VI by the Catholic Poetry Society 
of America. In 1962 they devised the highly successful A WILDE 
EVENING WITH SHAW and secured as co-director Sir Cedric 
Hardwicke, famed interpreter of Shavian drama, and in 1963 
brought it to New York to critical acclaim. 


In 1965 they started an extensive study of styles, systems and 
training methods of over fifty European repertory companies. Not- 
withstanding their excursions into television and musicals, it is the 
“road” that offers them the excitement and variety and full utiliza- 
tion of their breadth of interest. 


“COWARD CALLING” the new addition to their repertoire, 
was honed and polished last year at Duke University, where Gray 
& Loiseau as actors-writers conducted a drama workshop. They 
have been called “just about perfect as Noel Coward characters 
in most honourable succession to Noel Coward and Gertrude 
Lawrence”.
